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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: Applicant contends that Stein lacks a removable 
mountable and positionable along the carriage, in that, the stop piece is not the same structure as elements 7 and 8 of Stein. However, It 
should be noted that the exmainer did not imply that the stop piece and clamps 7 and 8 are the same strucure but rather that the stop 
pieces are attached to the supports 6/7 by clamps as shown in Figure 4. The clamps appear to have bolt and wing nut. Moreover, every 
element of Stein Is clearly capable of being removed. Furthermore, Applicant contends that there Is no suggestion for adjustability of the 
stop pieces; however.the examiner respectfully disagrees. One of ordinary skill In the art would readily recognize the need for adjustable 
stop pieces for cutting different sized workpieces.. 
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
